Company Accedes to Request 
of Edward E. Gray and 
Will Pay Fee

Utility Attorney Offers to 
Draw Up Document and 
Present to City 





City of. Upland was today as- 
sured by G. B. Selig, of the 
Southern California Edison com- 
pany legal department, that this 
company would obtain a fran- 
chise to operate in the city and 
pay-its franchise tax, as it has 
not been doing in the past. 

Edward E. Gray, city attor- 
ney, called the matter to the 
jgattention of the company, on the 
grounds that the power firm is 
required by law to have a fran- 
chise and pay a tax. Mr. Selig, 
in a@ conference here this morn- 
ing, acceded that point, and 
asked permission to draw up a 
franchise and present it to the 
Upland city council. 

This means that the city will 


obtain an additional revenue of } 


several hundred dollars annually. 
Under the California constitution 
as it existed prior to 1911, no 
franchise was required of utili- 
ties supplying power for lights. 
Mr. Gray suggested that a fran- 


chise was necessary to cover 
the firm’s heating and power 
operations, 


A 2 per cent tax is to be 
paid by the company on its 
gross revenues from heating and 
power within the city. 

“As the city grows, this tax 
will naturally amount to more,” 
Mr. Gray said in explaining that 
at present the tax will produce 
several hundred dollars. “I want 
to commend the attitude of the 
company throughout the negoti- 
ations.” 

The public utility company’s 
operations in the city date back 
to the time before Upland was 
incorporated, and no franchise 
has ever been issued. As the 
Ontario Power company, the 
service was rendered until sev- 
eral years ago. 

In studying the situation, Mr. 
Gray found that no franchise 
had been issued and that the 
city was losing by not collecting 
the fee.
